IN THIS CORNER, DATA EASL. 

March 17,1994—Judge William H. Orrick 
of the Federal District Court in the Northern 
District of California denied Capcom U.S.A., 
Inc.’s motion for a preliminary injunction 
enjoining Data East’s marketing and distrib¬ 
ution of Data East’s video game “Fighter’s 
History” and any newer versions of that 
game. Capcom claimed that Fighter’s 
History infringed Capcom’s audio visual 
copyright for its Street Fighter II family of 
video fight games. Capcom also claimed 
that Data East had copied the “total concept 
and feel” of Street Fighter II in addition to 
copying certain fight characters and special 
moves. 

Judge Orrick held that “Data East has not 
captured in Fighter’s History the ‘total con¬ 
cept and feel’ of the protectable expression 
in Street Fighter II. Rather, the similarities 
that result between the two games stem 
from Data East’s emulation of the unpro- 
tectable, commonplace features of Street 
Fighter II, such as its stereotypical fight 
characters and its reliance on unoriginal 
fighting techniques derived from the martial 
arts.” The court further held that “Capcom 
cannot now withdraw from the public domain 
ideas and standardized expression ... To do 
so would be commensurate to awarding 
Capcom a monopoly over a range of charac¬ 
ters and moves it did not create. It would 
also allow Capcom to lay proprietary claim 
to all reality based fight games featuring 
human characters. Copyright law affords no 
such protection.” 

“We have always believed that Capcom’s 
allegations of infringement had no legal or 
factual merit, and the Court’s ruling has vin¬ 
dicated our position,” said Mr. Tetsuo 
Fukuda, President of Data East. “Data East 
believes Capcom was attempting to obtain a 
monopoly over all one-on-one fight games. 
The Court’s ruling ensures that healthy com¬ 
petition may continue in this industry,” Mr. 
Fukuda said. 


...AND IN THIS CORNER, CAPCOM 

March 23,1994—After filing suit last 
September against Data East Corporation 
and Data East USA, Inc. for infringement of 
its Street Fighter II copyright, Capcom was 
denied a preliminary injunction last week 
that would have prevented the sale of Data 
East’s game, Fighter’s History while the 
case proceeded. However, with a trial date 
set for Oct. 31,1994, the recent decision by 
Judge William H. Orrick of the Federal 
District Court for the Northern district of 
California is not the Court’s final decision on 
infringement of Capcom’s copyright. While 
declining to enter a preliminary injunction, 
the Court has indicated that if Capcom pre¬ 
vails at trial, it could recover damages for 
Data East’s continuing sales. 

“Judge Orrick’s decision is not completely 
surprising considering that no formal discov¬ 
ery has been conducted and that the infor¬ 
mation and evidence available to the Court 
was limited as a result,” states Ian Rose, 
Capcom’s general counsel. ‘The denial of 
our injunction request in no way assures 
Data East’s final victory and we remain con¬ 
vinced that Data East has unlawfully 
infringed our copyright. Once all the facts 
are known, we’re confident that the Court 
and jury will agree.” 

In his decision, Judge Orrick found that 
Data East did not “refute the strong evi¬ 
dence that Data East set out to copy Street 
Fighter It’s success and that Data East’s 
developers spent hours studying Capcom’s 
game to see how this goal might be accom¬ 
plished.” Judge Orrick also found that cer¬ 
tain characters and character moves in 
Fighter’s History were similar to characters 
and moves found in Street Fighter II that are 
protected by copyright. The Court was “dis¬ 
turbed” by certain “coincidences” in special 
move control sequences and, for example, 
found Data East’s selection of a female 
Chinese character like Street Fighter ll’s 
Chun Li, “troublesome.” 


Furthermore, refuting Data East’s sugges¬ 
tions that Capcom might be trying to “obtain 
a monopoly” over one-on-one fight games, 
Rose stated, “Capcom has no desire to 
exclude healthy competition in the video 
game industry. Instead, we hope that the 
outcome of this litigation will create an 
added incentive for the development of truly 
original and creative games rather than for¬ 
mulaic emulations of existing product. To the 
extent that the Court takes a narrow view of 
the applicability of copyright law to protect 
creative expression in video games, we 
believe the industry as a whole could be 
weakened and that the creative and original 
work of software publishers would be inade¬ 
quately rewarded.” Capcom also continues 
to aggressively pursue parallel litigation 
against Data East in Japan. 

(Ed. To cut through all the legal jargon, this 
whole lawsuit boils down to the issue of 
copying. Capcom felt it was necessary to 
bring up a lawsuit, since they felt the charac¬ 
ters and special moves in Fighter's History 
were a direct copy of the well-known Street 
Fighter II family. Take a look at the two-page 
Special Feature on Fighter’s History and 
judge for yourself. Now that both sides have 
spoken and although the Court hasn’t ruled 
a decisive victor, it looks as if you, the con¬ 
sumer, will be a different kind of judge. 

When both games hit the store shelves, 
which game are you going to rush out and 
buy, Fighter's History or Super Street 
Fighter II? Is this a case of the little guys 
beating the giants? Only sales will tell. The 
bottom line is that while they’re under litiga¬ 
tion, Data East will be bringing out Fighter’s 
History and the choice will be yours.)

In fact, we think it 
is a terrific idea that many companies just 
haven’t capitalized upon. The reviewer 
was merely surprised at the fact you could 
change languages, something that isn’t 
too common in video games. A few 
games that we could think of did offer 
multiple languages, including Gaiares 
from Renovation and McDonald’s 
Treasure Land from Sega. Both for the 
Genesis, they allow you to change from 
English to Japanese. Where in the World 
is Carmen Sandiego? and Where in Time 
is Carmen Sandiego? from Hi-Tech 
Expressions for the Super NES and 
Genesis offer five language choices: 
English, French, Dutch, Italian, and 
Spanish. An interesting side note is that 
American Softworks was planning on 
introducing Chavez Boxing for the Super 
NES with all the text and speech in 
Spanish! And let’s not forget about the 
Neo»Geo. As many people already know, 
nearly all of the Neo*Geo games are bilin¬ 
gual. Although you can’t change lan¬ 
guages through a typical options screen, if 
you take an American Neo cartridge and 
plug it into a Japanese Neo*Geo, the lan¬ 
guage will change to Japanese, and vice 
versa. As you can see Sylvain, there are 
companies out there who understand your 
dilemma. When we point out something 
like a language change in a review or a 
Fact File, there’s no need to take it per¬ 
sonally, it’s just something that happens 
to catch our attention.)

I have been in a wheelchair since the 
age of eight and I became an ardent video 
gamer at the age of 12. Because I could 
not play in any sport or engage in any 
activity requiring physical exercise, I 
turned to video games for entertainment. I 
have since become the local video game 
champ and advisor, and am the proud 
owner of several game systems, along 
with over 100 games. While I enjoy play¬ 
ing games at home, I long to play the lat¬ 
est arcade games and this is where my 
problem arises. Muscular Dystrophy, my 
handicapping condition, makes my arms 
difficult to use. Even though I can control 
all of my home games, arcade controls 
are often too high and/or poorly arranged 
for people like me to use. I am sick and 
tired of being embarrassed in public and 
wasting other players’ time because I 
can’t reach or move the controls. I usually 
start out OK but then my arms get tired. I 
hold my own on the home gaming front 
but I think I have the right to be able to 
play games in the arcade. Isn’t there 
some way to make a ‘handicapped acces¬ 
sible’ arcade machine? If not, why doesn’t 
somebody design one? I’d really appreci¬ 
ate any feedback or information you peo¬ 
ple could give me. Thanks for your time.

(Ed. To my knowledge, I have never seen 
an arcade machine that is easily accessi¬ 
ble for handicapped persons such as 
yourself. I’m sure that creating such a 
machine wouldn’t be too much of an effort 
for arcade manufacturers. Do you remem¬ 
ber when Nintendo addressed the prob¬ 
lem a long time ago? They produced a 
controller that you would wear on your 
body and use your mouth and chin along 
with sucking and blowing actions to move 
the joystick and activate the buttons. 

While an idea like this may not be suitable 
for arcades, it may just be best for design¬ 
ers to lower the joysticks and buttons to a 
height that would benefit wheelchair 
users. How about it? If there are any 
arcade manufacturers addressing this 
problem, or if anyone has developed a 
good solution that has been marketed for 
arcade use, drop us a line. Everyone 
should be able to enjoy the arcade and 
the thrill of these games should not only 
apply to non-disabled people, but handi¬ 
capped people as well.)

Yours 
truly has put in extra hours this month, my Q-Fans, to deliver some of the best scoops from inside and out the gaming industry! 

So plug in for the best rumors in the galaxy ... First this month, the Q tips his hat once again to the white shirts at Sega, who have 
once again bested the Nintendites in a peripheral for console upgrades. Actually, Nintendo’s move is more of a system down¬ 
grade, letting their B&W titles from the G-Boy play on the big screen.

Add in the Marvel and DC titles (look for a new Batman game from SunSoft), 
and comic book superheroes have become the hottest theme since Pac-Man clones ... Hey, Nintendo! When are you going to do 
a 16-Bit update to Donkey Kong?

On March 14, Sega of America 
announced that it would provide a way 
for Genesis owners to upgrade their 
current 16-Bit system to a real 32-Bit 
machine. The system is called the 
Genesis Super 32X. At one-third the 
cost of the most technologically 
advanced systems on the market, the 
Super 32X will be able to give the play¬ 
ers a taste of what to expect in the 
future from the Saturn. 

What makes this system so special? 
Well for starters, it is the first product 
from Sega to use the Hitachi SH2 
RISC chips destined for Saturn. The 
two SH2 chips will complement a newly 
designed VDP (video digital processor) 
chip. This will give your Genesis a 
faster processing speed, high-color 
definition, texture-mapping, enhanced 
scaling and rotation, not to mention 
improved polygon graphics, a true 3-D 
perspective, software motion video, 
and CD quality sound. 

The 32X can display 32,000 colors 


via special cables and it will come with 
its own power supply. 

Most importantly, the 32X will also 
bring up the color palette and graphics 
of the Sega CD! 

Right now Sega has more than 30 
titles under development, but the actual 
names and specifics are being kept 
under wraps. You might be wondering 
about the licensees. Sega expects 
them to have a similar number of titles 
ready for the worldwide introduction of 
the system this fall. Best of all, this 
technology is going to put you back 
only about $149. It’s a small price to 
pay for so much machine. 

It will be the next logical step up to 
the Saturn, while you can still play all of 
your old Genesis and Sega CD titles as 
well. Sega apparently wants to keep 
the compatibility going. 

“Here’s another example of how your 
investment (in your Genesis) is protect¬ 
ed,” stated Bill White of Sega. 

It hasn’t been determined yet 


whether or not the 32X will be compati¬ 
ble with the upcoming Saturn. With the 
32X in the stores, Sega might just now 
decide not to put a cartridge port on 
their Saturn system. However, based 
on Sega’s strong history of making 
their systems backwardly compatible, 
one would think that they wouldn’t walk 
away from the cartridge industry, but 
Sega isn’t talking yet. 

It is also unknown whether or not the 
Japanese carts will be able to work on 
the 32X. 

The games will be priced around the 
same as the average Genesis cart, and 
it is not certain yet whether or not a 
game will be packed in with the 32X, 
but Virtua Fighters is the logical choice. 
In addition, with Sega’s strong pres¬ 
ence in the coin-op industry it is proba¬ 
ble that most of their other popular 
arcade titles will be made into 32X 
games. Perhaps we’ll see the Sonic 
arcade game along with some of their 
other current arcade hits. 


Ever since it came out, Game Boy 
owners have been wanting a way to 
play their games in A) color and B) on 
their TV.

And 
according to programmers we talked to 
who design games for the Genesis, Blast 
Processing doesn't exist except in the 
minds of Sega's marketing department. 
There's no Blast Processing hardware. 
There's no Blast Processing technology. 
There's no super "Blast" boost of any 
kind. So what about Sonic's speed? The 
truth is that you could put Sonic or any 
character on the Super NES and have it 
race across the screen just as fast. You 
could also easily scale him so large that 
you'd see each individual hedgehog hair 
(not a pretty sight) and you could rotate 
his background until he really turned 


blue. So why don't Genesis games have 
special effects like that? Because they 
don't have the custom graphics proces¬ 
sors that are used in the Super NES, and 
because Blast Processing isn't worth a 
hedgehog's hair when it comes to real 
gaming advantages.

Comparing speed on the two 
systems is like comparing apples to 
oranges. Processing speed can be mea¬ 
sured in several ways including CPU 
clock speed and memory cycle time. For 
instance, the Super NES has a slower 
clock speed but a faster memory cycle 


time. Even so, according to game 
programmers, processing power is not 
just a matter of CPU speed. In fact, CPU 
speed is only one of many factors. The 
only real way to judge speed is by 
playing the games. It is important in 
games like F-Zero and Street Fighter II 
Turbo, because the element of speed 
adds to the challenge. On the highest 
speed settings of SFII Turbo (at ten 
stars), only a real master can react 
quickly enough to throw a winning 
combination. On either the Super NES 
or Genesis you could have characters 
move so fast that you literally couldn't 
see them, but what's the fun in that? So 
what is this myth about Blast Process¬ 
ing? That's simple. Clever ads from 
Sega's marketing department. If you've 
been taken in by this myth, don't feel 
bad. You're not alone. 


TRUE HUVlftK I 

When the Super NES debuted, critics said that Nintendo had waited too 
long before entering the 16-bit market. What Nintendo had been doing, 
howeuer, was creating a new technical standard for uideo games. The 
Genesis had been put together with mainly off-the-shelf parts that had 
been designed for generalized computing functions, not uideo games. But 
the Super NES incorporated six customized chips and a CPU with 
specialized, Direct Memory Access high-speed functions and two ad- 
uanced PPUs or uideo processing units. The uideo processors are 
uniquely designed to prouide graphic effects like the eight independent 
background mode functions including the rotation and scaling effects of 
Mode 7. Mode 7 is a built-in function of the Super NES PPU that has 
reuolutionized home uideo games.

Unlike over here, in Japan, comic 
books are read by almost everybody 
from preschoolers, to housewives, to 
businessmen. Just for teenage boys 
alone, there are several dozen books 
ranging from weeklies to monthlies. 
Once manga magazines for girls, 
women, and businessmen factor in, 
the number of comic books swells to 
over a hundred. (And that doesn’t 
even include the vast number of 
fanzines!) 

Out of all the manga magazines 
published, Shueisha’s Shonen Jump 
is by far the most popular with circula¬ 
tion reaching six million. Amazingly, it 
is published once a week, which must 
be murder on the artists. A typical 
issue of Jump is close to 400 pages 
printed on cheap news stock jam- 
packed with about 20 stories. Plus, 
you get some change! 

Quick to realize the crossover 
potential of their readership with video 
game players, Jump was a pioneer in 
the growth of gaming in Japan. For 
example, Dragon Quest (Dragon 
Warrior), Enix’s groundbreaking RPG, 
was launched in 1986 with graphic 
and monster designs by Akira 
Toriyama, Jump's top resident artist 
responsible for Dr. Slump and Dragon 
Ball. Initially DQ’s sales were sluggish 
as RPGs were entirely new at the 
time. Jump turned the tide by heavily 
promoting the game with strategy 
guides and other coverage. Thanks to 
Jump’s support, DQ went on to sell 
close to 1.5 million units. The entire 
series of games has posted sales of 
over 12 million. 

Besides Toriyama, many of Japan’s 
top manga artists, including Go Nagai 
and Buichi Terasawa have at one

time or another written for Jump. Not 
surprisingly, a large number of Jump 
Manga have been turned into hugely 
successful video games, including 
Dragon Ball, Fist of the North' Star, 
Mazinger Z, and Cobra. As of the lat¬ 
est issue, an astounding 10 of the 20 
series have either been used as 
games or are about to be used. These 
include, of course, Dragon Ball, DQ, 
Rokudenshi Blues, Slam Dunk, and 
Yuyuhakusho. Jump also has the dis¬ 
tinction of producing two RPGs, 
Famicom Jump and Jump 2, that fea¬ 
tured many popular manga charac¬ 
ters.

Fighter's History a 
v Street Fighter II 






The Federal District Court in the Northern District of 
California denied Capcom USA, Inc.’s motion for a pre¬ 
liminary injunction enjoining Data East’s marketing and 
distribution of Data East’s video fight game “Fighter’s 
History” and any newer versions of that game. Capcom 
claimed that Fighter’s History infringed Capcom’s audio 
visual copyright for its Street Fighter II family of video 
fight games. Capcom also claimed that Data East had 
copied the “total concept and feel” of Street Fighter II in 
addition to copying certain fighter characters and spe¬ 
cial moves. The court held that “Data East has not cap¬ 
tured in Fighter’s History the “total concept and feel” of 
Street Fighter II. Rather, the similarities that result 
between the two games stem from Data East’s emula¬ 
tion of the unprotectable, commonplace features of 
Street Fighter II, such as its stereotypical fight charac¬ 
ters and its reliance on unoriginal fighting techniques 
derived from martial arts. The court further held that 
“Capcom cannot now withdraw from the public domain 
ideas and standardized expression ... To do so would be 
commensurate to awarding Capcom a monopoly over a 
range of characters and moves that it did not create, it 
would also allow Capcom to lay proprietary claim to all 
reality based fight games featuring human characters.
